Lyman Wilbur president of Leland 
Stanford University, in a statement 
today. 
As a consequence of this belief 
l)r. Wilbur dCoreed that beginning 
this year autos may not be owned 
by students; 
that 
too 
frequent 
dances, the purchase of 
expensive 
flowers for co-eds and similar lux­ 
uries will he banned. 
Dr. Wilibur is so convinced he is 
right about this that he has sent a 
circular letter to students* parents 
saying students with too much mon­ 
ey are not desiied at the school, if 
they are inclined 
to 
spend 
their 
time in the pursuit of pleasure. 
The letter urges parents to 
re­ 
frain from -too liberal 
allowances 
and warns them that as the number 
of entrances 
this year is limited, 
students who fail to show they are 
doing hone-d work will not be per­ 
mitted to remain. 
Stanford doe> 
not 
particularly 
seek poor boys and discourage the 
entrance of the wealthy, Dr. Wil­ 
bur ex p la in s, but 
experience 
has 
shown that the poor bo\ has, on the 
whole made a 'better record, both as 
a student and 
afterwards. 
Ilis 
appeal, Dr. Wilbur says, is an en­ 
deavor to save the wealthy lad from 
his own particular dangers.

to 
spend their 


time in the pursuit of pleasure. 


The letter urges parents to 
re- 


frain from too liberal 
allowances 


and warns them that as the number 
of entrances this year is limited, 
students who fail to shcnv they are 
doing honest work will not be per- 
mitted to remain.
